AS YERKES DIES 


HIS WIFE RELENTS 


Last Moments of the Traction 
Wizard Find at His Side 
Woman Who Shunned 
Him in Illness. 


— — 


AFFAIRS LEFT IN ORDER. 


Vast Enterprises Reared ‘by Fa 
ther of Chicago’s Street Rail- , 
ways Not to Suffer 
Through Demise. 


New York, Dec. 20.—[Special.)—Charies T. 
Yerkes, millionaire traction rragnate, creator 
of the Chicago street railway system, and 
builder of London’s underground railroad, 


died this afternoon in his apartments at the 


Waldorf-Astoria of kidney disease and heart 
trouble, His death occurred at 1:30, but was 
not announced in the hotel until an hour later. 

At Mr. Yerkes’ bedside when he died were 
Charles E. Yerkes, his son; the latter's wife; 
Mre. Rondinella, Mr. Yerkes’ daughter; and 
Mrs. Charles T. Yerkes. 

The wife of the dying man arrived at the 
last minute. She had not ‘been to see her 
husband since he had been Ill here, as the two 
have been estranged for a long time. Only 
a few hours before Yerkes’ death Mrs. Yerkes 
announced, through her butler, that she had 
no intention of being at her husband's bed- 
side, but she changed her mind at the last 
minute after entreaties had come from the 
bedside. 

Mr. Yerkes’ death had been looked for fora 
long time, but the end was unexpectedly sud- 
den. For the last few days his heart had 
been so weak that Injections of saline solu- 
tion and strychnine frequently had to be ad- 
ministered. To the doctors Mr. Yerkes’ 
death was then seen to be but a short time 
away, but his son, who had been constant in 
his attendance on his father, still seemed 
to have hope and was extremely indignant 
over the publication of reports that his father 
was sinking. 


End Comes Aftey Rally. 

On Thursday Mr. Yerkes seemed a dit 
stronger and Mrs. Rondinella, his daughter, 
concluded to make a flying visit to Phila- 
delphla, her home. Mr. Yerkes had a quiet 
night, but was rarely conscious. Dr. M. C. 
Loomis visited him at 9 o’clock. Mr. Yerkes 
seemed to be the same and young Yerkes gave 
out a bulletin that his father showed some 
improvement. 

In a short time there were indications that 
he wae sinking and a message was sent to the 
daughter in Philadelphia, telling her to take 
the first train she could get. She reached 
the bedside just a short time before the end 
came, 

Whether any attempt had been made toget 
Mrs. Yerkes before the final moments came 
is not known. Her absence from the bedside 
of her husband occasioned a lot of comment, 
and when it was known that Mr. Yerkes 
might die at any moment an effort was made 
to find out at the Yerkes residence, at Sixty- 
eighth street and Fifth avenue, whether or 
not Mre. Yerkes would see her husband. A 
servant brought back this reply: 

„Mrs. Yerkes says that she has not been 
to the Waldorf-Astoria during Mr. Yerkes’ 
Uness there; that she does not Intend to go 
there; that she is not indisposed, and that she 
absolutely declines to discuss her reasons for 
her actions in the matter.“ 


Wife Relents at Last Moment. 

Mrs. Yerkes remained shut up.in her house 
until just before her husband died. The 
other members of the family, it is said, tried 
to get her to come to the Waldorf and sent 
several urgent messages. Finally, at the last 
moment, she was prevailed upon to come. 
She called a cab and was driven hurriedly to 
the hotel, arriving at the bedside just before 
her husband passed away. Mr. Yerkes was 
unconscious then. He had been unconscious 
for several hours. 

It was the first time that Mrs. Yerkes had 
met her step-children for some years. Little 
was said, and as soon as the end had come 
Mrs. Yerkes drové back to her home again. 
She refused to see any one at the house to- 
night and refused to make any etatement 
through her servants, who were the only 
persons wtih her there. 

It was announced early in the evening that 
Mr. Yerkes’ body would be taken to his 
house It did not reach there until after 10 
o’clock tonight. Charles T. Yerkes Jr. had 
not visited the house up to that time, but it 
was said to be his intention to go there later, 
along with his wife and sister. Two heavily 
veiled women were driven up later and 
were admitted, and all the trunks that had 
been at the Waldorf were brought up and 
taken into the Yerkes mansion in the 
evening. 

Couple Estranged for Years. 

No plans for the funeral were announced 
tonight. It is believed that it will be private 
and probably will take place from the house. 
Mr. Yerkes was not a religious man. Ifany- 
thing he was a Quaker, as his people were 
before him. 

The estrangement of Mr. Yerkes and his 
wife occurred several years ago. It is re- 
ported to have arisen over a friend whom 
Mrs. Yerkes disliked. Two years ago Mrs. 
Yérkes went over to London and came into 
notice over there, but her husband was not 
seen with her and most of the time that sho 
was there he remained away from London. 
They had not been seen together fora long 
time. 

Mrs. Yerkes has always occupied the fine 
Yerkes mansion on Fifth avenue. Mr. 
Yerkes has gone there, too, on the brief 
visits he has made here from London in 
the last few years. In London he lived at 
the Savoy hotel. 

That a serious breach existed between Mr. 
Yerkes and his wife was noticed when he 
arrived here in November. He had to be 
carried from the steamer and instead of go- 
ing to his house he was taken to the Waldorf- 
Astoria. It was given out that thie was 
because alterations were being made in the 
house. The alterations consisted in building 
a place for statuary next to the main house 
on Fifth avenue. 


Wife Shunned His Hotel. 

Mrs. Yerkes remained at the house and 
made no attempt to visit her husband's sick- 
room. Mr. Yerkes’ son and daughter took 
up their quarters at the hotel as soon as their 
father was brought there and have been 
there ever since. 

A friend of Mr. Yerkes said tonight that 
Mr. Yerkes knew long ago that he was 
a doomed man. He was over here last spring 
and upon his return to London alarming 
symptoms of his malady appeared which re- 
sulted in a consultation of physicians. That 
was im Jume. The doctors then told Mr.

CUPID WINS, SANS ROMANCE. 


Millionaire Brewer Relents; Tele- 


graphs, Come Home and Wed.“ 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 29.—[Special.]—If the 
office of the county clerk, in Belleville, III., 
had been open after dark Wednesday night. 
Miss Wilhelmina Busch, youngest daughter 
of Adolphus Busch, multimillionaire brewer, 
would tonight be the wife of Lieut. Edward 
Scharrer, an officer in the German army. 

As it is, love will prevail once more, for in- 
vitations now are being hurriedly sent forth 
for a grand wedding in the Busch mansion 
here New Year’s day. 

But neither Lieut. Scharrer nor his bride 
will forgive that Belleville county clerk. He 
spoilt the romance of an elopement which has 
left the circle in which the Busch family 
move gasping with amazement. 


Like a Tale in a Story Book. 

As it is in the story books, Lieut. Scharrer 
has known and loved Miss Busch since her 
childhood. She is barely 21, he just half a 
dozen years older. A few days before Christ- 
mas Lieut. Scharrer arrived in St. Louis to 
press his wooing at close range. Miss Busch 
encouraged, but her father frowned upon the 
young German officer. Every day found him 
with Miss Busch, either at her home or driv- 
ing, but no one fathomed the plot. 

Early Wednesday afternoon Lieut. Scharrer 
called at the Busch home. An hour later a 
phaeton was ordered from the Busch private 
stables. It was remarked that both Miss 
Busch and the Heutenant were wrapped up 
more warmly than a short drive in mild 
weather required. 

But the plot was rushing toaclimax. For 
no mere outing, but Belleville, nineteen miles 
across the line, the county clerk's office, a 
marriage license, and the discomfiture of 
Brewer Busch were the object of the drive. 
It was dark when they reached the little IIIi- 
nois town and they proceeded at once to the 
Belleville house. 

Invasion Startles Hotel. 

Lieut. Scharrer did the talking. He asked 
that the horse and rig be sent to a stable. 
Then he registered for both ag Mr. and 
Mrs. Scharrer, St. Louis.” He said they 
would want dinner, lodging, and breakfast, 
and paid in advance for accommodations. 
They were aggigned toa room. Miss Busch 
was wearing a handsome black and white 
fur coat and attracted much attention in 
the hotel, though she was not recognized. 

It was nearly 8 o'clock when Lieut. 
Scharrer went out to hunt up the county 
clerk and a marriage license. But the office 
was closed and his quest unsuccessful. On 
his return to the hotel he told the proprietor 
they would need another room, That was 
arranged. 

Miss Busch and Lieut. Soharrer then left 
the hotel together, went to a telephone ex- 
change, and called up the Busch home in 
St. Louis. After a brief conversation they 
returned to the hotel. Within a few minutes 
a telephone call cdme for Miss Busch and 
then the identity of the handsomely dressed 
guest was disclosed. She went to the tele- 
phone, in a barroom on the ground floor, and 
held a short conversatlon. Men in the bar- 
room say she was piqued. 


‘Come Home and Wed—Busch. 

„ do not want to be bothered,” she said, 
“by telephone calls while lam in Belleville. 
I know where you are andif I want to speak 
to you I will call you up.” 

Then she hung up the receiver without wait- 
ing for the person on the other end of the line 
to reply, went upstairs, and rejoined Scharrer. 
| After a brief conversation he went out and 
‘aled a telegram to Adolphus Busch, which 


read: 
Do not worry. Wilhelmina is all right. 
“ Tappr.” 


Not long afterwards a messenger rushed 


in with a reply from Mr. Busch in St. Louis. 
It read: : 


Go Home on a Trolley Car. 

“Tf you intend to be married, come back 
to St. Louls and be married at home. I 
have no objectiona.te.Mr. Scharrer as a S- 
in-law.”’ 

A few minutes later Alfred Hoerner, man- 
ager of the Busch glass works in Belleville, 
reached the hotel. He asked for Miss Busch, 
introduced himself, and then was introduced 
to Mr. Scharrer. The trio held an earnest 
and animated conversation for twenty min- 
utes or half an hour. 

At the end of that time they left the hotel 
together and boarded a trolley car for East 
St. Louls. They left the horse and buggy at 
a livery stable. 

When the report of the elopement became 
current today, Lieut. Scharrer gave out a 
statement that he and Miss Busch would be 
married in the Busch home, 1 Busch place, 
on New Year’s day, and this was confirmed 
by Edward Faust Jr., son-in-law of Mr. 
Busch, speaking for the Busch family. It Is 
stated that, after the wedding, the couple 
will probably spend their honeymoon at Mrs. 
Busch's winter home at Pasadena, Cal. 


CARNEGIE TO WRITE A BOOK; 
WILL BE STORY OF HIS LIFE. 


Former Partners Asked to Supply 
Data—Autobiography Intended to 
Be Classic for Young Men. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 29.—[Special. .J—Anérew 
Carnegie has advised his friends here tnat 
he will spend the winter at Dungeness, Ga. 
This is the winter home of his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Lucy Carnegie. It is his intention to 
write the story of his life during the winter. 
Each of his former partners has been asked 
to furnish data of nnn which he 
will complle. 

It is said to be Carnegie e in writ- 
ing his autobiography to begin with his hum- 
ble birth, trace his efforts to obtain knowl- 
edge from the library of Col. Anderson of 
Allegheny, and give in detail as near as he 
can remember his rise from messenger boy 
to telegraph operator, then railroad super- 
intendent, his advent into the iron industry, 
his discovery that steel would one day su- 
persede iron, how he threw his whole energy 
into building up the steel industry, and what 
he accomplished. 

It is not known whether he will go into 
details as to his misunderstanding with some 
of his former partners. He has intimated, 
however, that in his final report of his own 
dealings with men he will be fair and not 
shield himself nor omit his own mistakes in 
life. It is Carnegie’s hope that the book he 
intends to write will become a classe for the 
guidance of young men who have energy and 
ambition and wish to become something 
more than ploddera 


ROOSEVELT WITH LIBERALS . 
IN BRITISH POLITICAL WAR? 


Critic Regards Alleged Action of Presi- 
dent as “Unconstitutional Interfer- 
ence’’—Premier Reported Pleased.

KILLS NOTRE DAME STUDENT 


Practical Joke at South Bend, 
Ind., Turned Into Tragedy. 


DEATH IN FAKE HOLDUP. 


Claude Bagby Shot by Classman Not 
in the Plot. 


South Bend, Ind, Dec. 29.—[{Special.]— 
Claud. A. Bagby, a Notre Dame university 
student, was shot and killed this evening 
while attempting to play a practical joke 
upon a fellow student. 

Louls Roquela, a South American youth 
taking an engineering course at the uni- 
versity, was the student who unconsciously 
turned the intended joke into a tragedy. 

Bagby and several companions planned to 
frighten another student by a fake "’ hold- 
up. They laid in wait for the intended vic- 
tim at a lonely spot near the cemetery in 
the outskirts of South Bend, a place admir- 
ably suited for the purpose of a real hold- 


up. 
How Joke Was Planned. 

According to the story toid by the men who 
were in the plot, the joke of the fake holdup 
was to be perpetrated on a young man who 
had started for a social function in holiday 
dress, wearing brand new apparel He 
was known to be good natured and in no 
wise dangerous. After completing the holdup 
and taking the student’s new overcoat, it 
was the intention to substitute a badly worn 
garment and compel him to wear it to tne 
dance. 

Thinks It a Real Holdup. 

As Bagby and his friends were waiting in 
the dark at the place selected for the holdup 
they heard some one approaching. Think- 
ing it was the man they were after, Bagby 
sprang into the road before the supposed 
victim, leveled a revolver, and exclaimed: 

“Throw up your hands!“ 

Instead of complying e man drew a re- 
volver and fired. The bullet passed threugh 
Bagby’s heart, and he died instantly. 

It was not until he realized that Bagby 
was a fellow student and that he had turned 
a holiday prank into an awful tragedy that 
Louis Roquela made himself known. He be- 
lieved he was being waylaid in earnest by 
real footpads. He was almost prostrated 
with grief when he learned he had killed a 
fellow student. 

Roquela Not Arrested. 

Roquela himself came to South Bend and 
announced the sad affair. All the other stu- 
dents in the plot corroborated his story and 
he was freed from all blame. He was not 
even placed under arrest.

Women Identify Sluggers. 

Five women identified Gilhooley and 
Looney as the men who assaulted Caristrom. 
Evidence also was introduced by the state 
from the detectives and police officers who 
arrested the defendants and were present 
when the confessions were made. Mr. 
Meckel, employer of Carlstrom, and Mr. 
Heile, the attorney, testified that no undue 
pressure had been made by the authorities 
to secure the confessions. 

In their defense attorneys for the accused 
attacked the confessions on the ground that 
they were obtained under duress. a score 
of character witnesses testified that the de- 
fendants were men of good character. 


Slugging Recounted. 

Caristrom, the victim of the slugging, had 
formerly been a member of the local whose 
officials ‘conspired against him, but during 
the strike of the 400 carriage and wagon 
workers that began on April 1 this year he 
continued at work at the shop of L. Meckel 
& Co. at Thirteenth and State streets. Carl- 
strom lived at 8220 Princeton avenue with 
his wife and little daughter. 

On April 18, Caristrom, while returning 
from work, was assaulted by Gilhooley and 
Looney a short distance from his home. A 
blow from Gilhooley’s fist fractured his jaw. 
Gilhooley and Looney both kicked him as he 
lay on the sidewalk, desisting only when 
women who saw the assault begged for his 
life. Carlstrom, bleeding from the mouth, 
staggered into his wife’s arms. He never 
recovered. He was removed to the Lakeside 
hospital, where he died on April 27. 

Although the coroner’s jury found finally 
that Carlstrom died of pneumonia, it has al- 
ways been believed that his fatal illness was 
superinduced dy the severe beating he re- 
ceived 

Detectives were assigned to the case and 
two weeks after Carlstrom’s death Casey and 
Newman were arrested. Their confessions 
implicated Gilhooley, Looney, and Feeley, 
the sluggers and the other officials of the 
union, who were arrested on May 8. 

George Mullen, a member of the union's 
executive committee, who was involved and 
‘placed under indictment, is a fugitive from 
justice. As soon as he learned that the police 
were looking for him he left town and has 
not been heard from since. George Miller, 
another man indicted and at first placed on 
trial, was released from custody a week ago, 
It was shown that his share of the plot simply 
had been to carry a sealed envelope. contain- 
ing $15 said to have been for Gilhooley, toa 
saloon at Twentieth and State streets.

DRY DOCK DEWEY PUTS TO SEA 
ON LONG TRIP TO PHILIPPINES. 


Voyage Will Be by Way of Suez Canal 
and It Is Expected Will Consume 
Eight or Nine Months. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 29.—The mammoth dry 
dock Dewey, which left Solomon’s island 
yesterday on its long trip to the Philippine 
islands by way of the Suez canal, passed 
out of the Virginia capes at 10:40 o’clock 
tonight. 

The Dewey encountered thick weather @ur- 
ing the early morning hours, and when 
passed by the steamer Alabama, which ar- 
rived here today from Baltimore, Capt. Lane 
of that vessel was only able to tell that he 
was going by the expedition by the whistles 
of the towing vessels. During the later 
hours, however, the great dock and its ac- 
companying craft had the benefit of bet- 
ter weather and made faster time. 

Before passing out the tug Hercules met 
the supply ship Glacier, one of the accom- 
panying vessels, and delivered mail and sup- 
plies, and as the capes were abreast the 
head of the column the signal, „We are 
passing out; please report All well,’”’ was 
flashed from the Glacier. From the speed 
the tow made coming down the bay it is 
estimated the voyage to the Philippines 
through the Suez canal will consume eight 
or nine months. The wind at the cape to- 
night is keen at about forty miles, with a 
pitching sea.

„Mr. Yerkes,” said thie friend, took the 
situation calmly and at once began to ar- 
range his business affairs so that he could 
leave them in perfeot order and in such a 
way that no break would occur in his various 
enterprises, particularly those in connection 
with the London tubes. The way in which 
Mr. Yerkes performed this task was nothing 
short of marvelous, 


Vast Affairs Left in Order. 

No mam at the time of his death probably 
left. affairs of such magnitude in the shape 
he has. It was perfectly characteristic of 
him. In November the doctors advised him 
to come home. Mr. Yerkes knew what that 
meant, and knew that he had come to die. 
but he had the satisfaction of knowing when 
he left the other side that he had left his 
affairs so that others could carry them right 
along. 

Since his arrival here Mr. Yerkes hardly 
had left his bed and recently had been con- 
scious only at intervals. It was learned 
tonight that he had quite a long period of 
consciousness on Thursday and recognized 
all those around him. 

Speyer & Co., the New York banking firm 
which had much to do with the local financ- 
ing of Mr. Yerkes’ affaira, today made the 
following statement: 

“The death of Mr. Yerkes is particularly 
sad, coming at a time when his great work 
in connection with the London Underground 
was rapidly approaching completion and im- 
portant portions of it were being put in oper- 
ation. Mr. Yerkes’ failing health had warned 
him and the bankers associated with the 
enterprise that arrangements should be 
made for relieving him of a portion of his 
work, or for completing and carrying it on in 
case of his death. These arrangements 
have been perfected and will be announced 
at the proper time.“ 


Leaves Art Treasures to Museum. 

When Charles T. Yerkes made his will sev- 
eral years ago he announced that he had left 
his collection of pictures and objects of art 
and his two houses at Fifth avenue and 
Sixty-eighth street to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art. This property is worth about 
$5,000,000. The houses themselves are veri- 
table art museums. 

Among Mr. Yerkes’ most treasured posses- 
sions is a collection of oriental rugs that is 
said to be the finest and most costly in the 
world, even exceeding in value and beauty 
the collection of the Shah of Persia or that 
in the British museum. These rugs are 
twenty-three in number, and they are hung 
upon the walls of a gallery that Mr. Yerkés 
had built especially for them. 

Several years ago he determined to have 
the designs copied in their original colors 
and reduced to book form. At first he could 
find no one here who was willing to undertake 
the work. Finally he was referred to the 
School of Applied Design, and an agreement 
was made that the work should be done by 
pupils of that institution. 

Those selected for the task were Helen 
Chamberlain, Martha Cutler, Mary Kneas, 
and Alice M. Hollye. For two years these 
young women devoted their working hours 
exclusively to printing the designs and it was 
only a short while ago that they completed 
their labors. They painted in a studio that 
was specially set aside for them and upon 
the completion of the job Mr. Yerkes pald 
them $3,000 each. One of the women is now 
studying art abroad with the money she 
thus earned and another has set up a studio 
in this city. 

Home a Veritable Palace. 

In 1897 Mr. Yerkes purchased and rebullt 
the large mansion at Fifth avenue and Sixty- 
eighth street. In this he put his collection 
of paintings, said at that time to be the most 
valuable private selection in this country. 
He took great pains also in fitting the house 
with other works of art, tapestries, brick- 
&-brac, etc. He also bought the house ad- 
joining his east of Sixty-eighth street and 
made the two into one. 

The architect, Robert H. Robertson, de- 
scribed the first and main house as costing 
$600,000, its furnishings $500,000 more, which, 
with the cost of the lot, made the total nearly 
$1,500,000. Mr. Yerkes’ paintings at that time 
were valued at $1,500,000 and have been great- 
ly added to since. 

There are marbles, bronzes, tapestries, and 
armor, and in the picture gallery, designed 
for a ballroom, are examples of Rembrandt, 
Rubens, Van Dyke, Constant, John Van 
Beers, Bouguereau, Daubigny, Detallle, and 
other painters. The Bouguereau is Invad- 
ing Cupid’s Realm.” There used also to be a 
bed in Mrs. Yerkes’ room which was said to 
have cost $10,000. 


SKETCH OF YERKES’ LIFE. 


Traction King’s Name Will Always 
Stand for Important Epoch in 
History of Chicago. 


The name of Charles Tyeon Yerkes will al- 
ways stand for one epoch in the history of 
Chicago. It will conmote to future genera- 
tions the development of the transportation 
facilities of the city and for their subse 
quent retrogression into that state which 
gave rise to the traction question.“ Yerkes 
was the genius who expanded the street car 
system of Chicago into a service known as 
the best of the period, and then left the prop- 
erties in such a tottering financial condition 
that the system came speedily to be known 
as the worst in the country.“ 

As good and bad traits seemed to be pretty 
equally mixed in his remarkable character, 
so he left behind him in Chicago both good 
and bad works. He wrecked the no 
west side street car syetems, but he created 
the elevated railways and their central loop. 
He boomed real estate for a time, developed 
the northern and western suburbs, and gave 
to the Univeraity of Chicago the greatest 
telescope and most completely equipped ob- 
servatory in the world. 

The life of Yerkes is a study in the in- 
genuities of financial operations and in the 
ups and downs of a career in which an in- 
domitable will repeatedly surmounted ex- 
traordinary adversities. His early financial 
operations landed him im the penitentiary 
and his life, started anew. took him penniless 
to the western plains, thence to Chicago, 
whence, as a millionaire, he moved upon New 
York, and finally made an international repu- 
tation as the remodeler of the London under- 
ground railway system. 


Born of Quaker Parentage. 


Yerkes was born of Quaker parentage 
883 June 25, 1839. His father was

Mr. Yerkes was indicted for misappropria- 


tion of funds, convicted, and sent to the 
state penitentiary. After he had been there 
a short time a great petition was sent to the 
governor, signed by practically all the bank- 
ers and brokers of Philadelphia, praying for 
his release. The governor pardoned him un- 
conditionally, holding that the offense had 
been purely technical, that there had been no 
violation of confidence. 


Explanation of His Indictment. 


Of this phase of Mr. Yerkes’ life a man 
who had known him for years said last 
evening: 

“Mr. Yerkes was a fiduciary agent for 
the city of Philadelphia. Many bonds were 
placed in his hands for disposal. His failure 
wae a clean affair, one of several that took 
place at the time in the city. As I under- 
stand it he could have repaid the city in 
full had he been able to collect all due him 
on the securities sold.“ 

This view of the matter was taken by the 
Philadelphia council, which in 1878 d 
an ordinance forever releasing Mr. Yerkes 
of any indebtedness to it. There re 
one more chapter in this part of his life. 
After Mr. Yerkes had come to Chicago and 
had prospered he returned to Philadelphia 
with money to repay every dollar of the un- 
liquidated indebtedness resulting from his 
failure. Creditors were called in and paid 


In later years it was a matter of pride 
with Mr. Yerkes that he could say: 

“TI don’t owe a dollar in Philadelphia.“ 

Before his failure Yerkes had dabbled in 
Philadelphia street railways and de con- 
siderable money. After his rele 
prison he organized the Continental Passen- 
ger railway and sent the stock up from $15 
to $100 a share. Then occurred the Ja} 


Cooke failure, from which Yerkes cleaned ‘ 


up from the short side of the market enough 
to give him a new start. He had resolved to 
seek a new field for street car operations, and 
in 1875 he went west. 


Goes to Western Cities. 


At the age of 36 Yerkes first passed through 

Chicago and finally located at Fargo, 8. D., 
where he organized a land syndicate. In the 
six years of his residence here he made and 
lost considerable sums of money in various 
speculations, including the franchises of pub- 
lic utilities. 
„He was 42 years old and the possessor of 
$40,000 when he landed in Chicago in 1881. 
He started business here ae a stock and grain 
broker, and steadily made money, keeping 
an eye all the while on opportunities of in- 
vestment in street railroads. In May, 18%, 
he secured control of the North Chicago City 
railway and organized it into the North Chi- 
cago Street railroad company. Right here 
Yerkes started his financial manipulations 
which made his street railway operations an 
example of frenzied finance long before the 
fame of Tom Lawson and H. H. Rogers had 
penetrated the west. He paid for his control 
of the road with money raised from the mort- 
gage on the property itself, and it has since 
developed that practically he never invested 
any of his own capital in the enterprise. 


Begins Traction Reorganization. 
Two years later he organized the West 
Chicago Street railroad company out of the 


old West Division Street railway in a mi- 


lar manner. Immediately after this he set 
about g the north and west side 
systems to the city limits with trolley lines, 
later organized as the Consolidated Trac- 
tion company 

Here the astute financier executed some of 
his most bewildering but eminently euccess- 
ful financiering: He built the trolley lines 
with the money and credit of the north and 
west side companies under the plea that hey 
were needed as feeders to the trunk lines 
and with the hazy but never formulated un- 
derstanding that some day they would de- 
long to the parent companies. 

Yerkes took cate, however, to keep the 
title for himself: He exchanged the stock 
fer boride on a 40 per cent basis, got the north 
and west side companies to guarantee the in- 
terest on the bonds, and secured a working 
agreement with them whereby the Consoll- 
dated care were run downtown over their 
tracks. 


Enters Great Franchise Fight. 


By the time of the world’s fair Yerkes was 
the greatest street railway magnete in tne 
west. He was already several times a mil- 
lionaire, and he was reaching out for more 
power. He claimed that the life of his fran- 
chises extended to 1957—the ninety-nine year 
claims—but to make sure of it, a few years 
later, be tried to get the Humphrey Dill 
through the legislature. Chicago, in whose 
council the leaven of reform was just begin- 
ning to work, rose against the legislation and 
defeated it. 

But Yerkes was not beaten. He straight- 
way secured the enactment of the Allen law, 
which gave tothe city council) the right of ex- 
tending franchises fifty years. Again Chi- 
cago rose. Yerkes not only failed to secure 
franchise extensions from the council but at 
the next session of the legislature the Aller 
law was repealed. 

With this defeat Yerkes began to lose in- 
terest in the future of surface railway opera- 
tions in Chicago. He turned his attention 
to elevated railways, gaining control of the 
Lake Street and then organizing the North- 
western and the Union Loop companies. 


Prepares to Abandon Chicago. 


In July, 1899, Yerkes sold practically all 
of his interests in the north and west side 
companies to the Union Traction company, 
He realized from the sale about $20,000,000 
besides bonds of the Consolidated Trac- 
tion company to the amount of $6,000,000. 
During the next two years the magnate 
spent considerable time in the east and in 
Europe and reports began to multiply that 
he was about to leave Chicago permanent- 
ly. In February, 1901, the sale of his in- 
terest in the Lake Street, Northwestern, and 
Union Loop Elevated railways was an- 
nounced for a total sum of $4,000,000. In 
addition he sold to Thomas F. Ryan, repre- 
senting the Whitney-Widener-Elkins syn- 
dicatg, his remaining interest in the Union 
Traction company, amounting to $1,000,000. 

And now Mr. Yerkes entered on another 
phase of his life. Having got out of Chicago 
all he could and having saddled on the con- 
cerns he had built up financial burdens they 
never could bear, he was anxious to seek new 
fields of work. He began the construction 
in New York of a $4,000,000 mansion, one of 
the first of the many recently erected by the 
„ new rich men of the west. 

Mr. Yerkes said, while the palace was be- 
ing built and before he left Chicago for 
good, that he wanted to go to New York 
so that he could loaf.’’ Chicago was too 
strenuous, he said, and he coveted the leis- 
ure of the eastern city. 

That there were other ambitions that he 
was eager to satisfy soon became apparent. 
There were social longings that had been 
repressed during his Chicago career. When 


less than 20 years old he had married Miss 


Susanna Gamble of Philadelphia. Two chil- 
dren were born, one of whom, Charies Ed- 
ward Yerkes, is a Chicago broker and lives 
in Evanston. 


Details of Domestic Life. 


An estrangement came with his conviction, 
the relatives of his wife not looking with 


after his release from prison Mr. Yerkes 
made Miss Mary Moore his wife. 
daughter of Thomas Moore, a manufacturing 
chemist. Mr. and Mrs. Yerkee lived in a 
handsome residence at 8201 Michigan avenue, 
but they went out in society Httle. Mrs. 
Yerkes chafed under the coolness of the 
people of Chicago. She entertained little 
and her husband spent trifling sums of money 
for display. 

On leaving the city and going to New York

Later he paid $30,000 for a portrait of him- 
self, and in London was admitted to the old, 
aristocratic society. 


Engages in New Activities. 


Mr. Yerkes soon found that loafing,” even 
in New York, was not to his taste. As indi- 
cating his view of the span of man’s activi- 
ties, he once said that there could be no 
“dead line,“ no age at which men are not 
fitted to undertake and carry to success new 
enterprises. On the contrary, he believed 
that men were at their best when past the 
limit set by Dr. Osler. 

“Young men are in their apprenticeship 
until the age of 40, Mr. Yerkes said. ‘ At 
that age they begin to see the mistakes they 
have made, and the next ten years form the 
crucial part period of a man’s career. Suc- 
cess that comes when a young man 18 still 
in his twenties and thirties Is due more to 
luck than good management. The fact that 
I lost a million myself entitles me to speak 
with authority.“ 


Attracted by the English. 


In the year 1902 Mr. Yerkes went to Eng- 
land to give his whole atention to the last 
great enterprise of his life. His ambition 
was to. get possession of the underground 
transportation facilities of the British capi- 
tal He had made a beginning in the year 
preceding and had got an inkling of the dif- 
ficulties to be encountered. 

A syndicate was formed and plans were 
drawn up for a comprehensive system of 
tubes, in which electricity should be the 
motive power in place of steam. Under the 
system in use at the time the tunnels were 
begrimmed with the smoke of locomotives, 
the air was polsoned with their gases, and the 
public was beginning to clamor for modern 
methods. 

Having bought a franchise for $500,000 and 
begun work on a tube,“ the American syn- 
dicate found new difficulties. The London 
public was fearful and jealous of the foreign 
invaders. Stories of Mr. Yerkes’ financial 
operations and methods in Chicago reached 
England. His way of doing things with 
tremendous speed took away the breath of 
the Britons and gave birth to new suspicions. 
They feared, apparently, that their city 
would fall into the hands of the magician 
while they slept over night, and they put 
thany obstacles in his path. 

Then, on June 6, 1901, the Americans se- 
cured control of the Metropolitan District 
railway. Improvements on a great scale 
were announced at once. New bores were 
run and the equipment changed from steam 
to electricity so far as possible. Ambitious, 
however, to become master of the entire 
London underground field, Mr. Yerkes was 
always seeking new permits and rights. 

Thus he became embroiled in a long and 
bitter controversy with the metropolitan 
railway board. Mr. Yerkes wished to com- 
plete his conquest and spread his network 
of tunnels under all London. 


Surmounts All Obstacles. 

As the struggle progressed Mr. Yerkes and 
his Americans put in more and more electric 
lines. There were, too, some things doing 
that the British hardly understood. West- 
ern financial methods were employed. The 
Underground Electric railway company was 
organized to take over several smaller con- 
cerns. The company had a capital of $25,000- 
000. There began to appear company on 
company, bond issue on bond issue, and all 
the bewildering fabric of financial companies, 
The London public at this day does not know 
how the matter stands and whether the castle

Crow Agency, Mont., Dec. 29.—[Special. 1 
The reservoir situated 500 feet abave this 
place, which supplies water for the city and 
to Indians on the lower half of Crow reserva- 
tion, broke today. The water swept away 
the house occupied by William Decker and 
family and an unoccupied cabin and a barn 
stored with hay and grain. 

The water ran in a mad torrent through the 
streets, flooding cellars and lower floors of 
residences, causing a panic among the. oc- 
cupants, who fled in safety in their night 
clothes.

Seattle, Wash., Dec. 28.—| Special. ln the 
measurement of water faken by Capt. 
Amundsen in the northweat passage a depth 
of only 9 feet 6 inches was found in Dease 
strait, where the Gjoa went aground. As 
nearly as ascertained by Amundsen there ie 
no great depth of water in the passage. 

This statement wae made by Capt. William 
Mogg, master of the whaler Bonanza of the 
ice bound fleet in the Arctic, and companion 
of Capt. Amundsen, discoverer of the north- 
west passage, in his 700 mile journey to and 
from Mackenzie bay to Eagle City, Alaska, 
who arrived in Seattle today. 

It will probably be from twelve to fifteen 
months before the value of the observations 
taken by Capt. Amundsen at the north mag- 
netic pole is realized by the scientific world,” 
said Capt. Mogg. For two years Capt. 
Amundsen registered every movementof the 
needle. No member of the expedition knows 
what results were obtained. All the data 
will be submitted to the lords of the admir- 
alty in London for calculation.” 


Tells of Perilous Trip. 

Of his journey with Capt. Amundsen Capt. 
Mogg said: 

Capt. Amundsen and I left Herschel is- 
land Oct. 24 and reached Hagle Dec. 5, after 
one of the hardest trips imaginable. We 
went over a 7,000 foot range of mountains 
with our two Eskimos and twelve dogs. We 
started a month too early, and the snow was 
soft and mushy for a considerable part of the 
distance, making travel dfficult. We 
brought out 400 letters from the whalers and 
from Herschel island to the coast. At Fort 
Yukon the letters were turned over to the 
mail carriers, who took them up the Yukon 
to be gent out through the Dawson mail. 

“Capt. Amundsen is a man who talks but 
little. He speaks Norwegian, English, and 
French. In speakingof his expedition he did 
not seem to realize the magnitude of his ac- 
comrplishment, and even when flooded with 
messages at Eagle City he continued as un- 
assuming as ever. He isa big, sinewy man 
and a splendid companion.” 

Capt. Mogg brought the first details of the 
whalers imprisoned in the ice. Hesaysthey 
have just enough provisions to last until 
next season. 


Two Women on Imprisoned Ships. 
There are about 500 men in the fleet and 
two women, the wives of Capt. Cook of the 
Bowhead and Mrs. MacGregor, wife ef Capt. 
MacGregor of the Karluk,” Capt. Mogg 
said. All were in good health when we 
left. I estimate that there are 200 sacks of 
flour to each vessel and that more than a 
sack a day is needed to the ship. The supply 
of beans, rice, and coffee is not heavy. Tea 
is plentiful. Bach ship will have enough to 
consume one barrel of salt pork a week. 
vessel, the Bonanga, was wrecked at 
King’s point, east of Herschel island, about 
Aug. 28.

ARE TURNED DOWN 


Old Rules Committee Refuses 
to Amalgamate with the 
Eastern Reformers. 


STILL THEY HAVE HOPES. 


Regulars Wire for Instructions 
and New Delegation Awaits 
Replies. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 29.—[Special.}—The 
amalgemation of the committees appointed 
to reform football was discussed tonight at 
a joint meeting of the existing committee 
and the newly appointed one at the New York 
university conference. 

The new committee made a proposition 
to amalgamate with the old one with the 
view of making a set of national rules along 
lines that would meet the public demand for 
a change in the game. 

The old committee replied that it did not 
have the power to agree to amalgamation 
without first consulting the universities its 
members represented, for it did not attempt 
to make rules for the whole country, but 
only for its own institutions. 

But as both bodies are interested in the 
betterment of the game, the New York com- 
mittee accepted an invitation to an informal 
discussion of football with members of the 
old committee. 


Probably Will Get Together. 
The members of the existing committee will 
confer with their universities for instruc- 


tions regarding the proposition of amalgama- 
tion and will inform the new committee at 
an early date. 

It is said that the amalgamation scheme 
ig taken kindly and that the chances of the 
two committees getting together are exceed- 
ingly bright. 

By that arrangement the rules formulated 
will be made national in character and will 
be accepted universally by all colleges. 

All the members of the existing committee 
were present, with the exception of A. A. 
Stagg of Chicago, and of the New York com- 
mittee all were on hand, saving Mr. Hull 
or Dartmouth. The committees are made 
up as follows:

Formal,Messages Exchanged.

8. That an executive committee of five be chosen 
from the national committee for the purpose of 
drawing up definite rules embodying the recom- 
mendations of the national committee. 

4. That the five members of the executive com- 
mittee be made up of three from the present rules 
committee and two from the New York conference 
committee. 

5. That the rules determined upon by the ex- 
ecutive dommittee be submitted to the individual 
members of the general committee for ratifica- 
tion. 

6. Upoh ratification by a majority of the general 
committee these rules shall become the official rules 
for the ensuing year. 


“Sorry, but We Can’t.” 

The old committee took these propositions 
under advisement, and after an hour’s care- 
ful thought gave out the following to the 
new committee: 

After inquiry this committee finds that its

It was the intention of the original football 
rules committee to take up the suggestions 
made by its members at a meeting held here 
three weeks ago, but the program was dis- 
arranged by the action of the New York 
conference. 

There was much interest manifested as to 
what suggestions Harvard had to offer in the 
way of reform rules because of the conference 
Mr. Reid had with President Roosevelt. Har- 
vard is the only institution represented on 
the old committee that has not yet presented 
its ideas for eliminating the objectionable 
features of the game. Whether Mr. Reid was 
prepared to present his suggestions is not 
known. 

Paul Dashiel said tonight that the mem- 
bers of the old committee, owing to the at- 
tacks made on it, had received specific in- 
structions from their respective institutions, 
and that whatever new rules were formu- 
lated were to be followed by the institutions 
re ted on the committee. He said the 
committee did not assume to legislate for all 
the institutions in the country. 3 
not represented on the committee, he said, 
did ‘not have to follow the rules the old com- 
mittee made.

CONDITION EASIER; WALL STREET 
| BEGINS TO SEE LIGHT. — 
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Brokers Resort to Foreign Exchange 
for Call Loans—Stringency, How- 
ever, Is Not Great Enough to Call 
for Any Imterference by Govern- 
ment—Big Boston Brokerage Firm 
Suspends—Hundreds of Creditors in 
New England and Canada Caught. 


New York. Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Although 
+ call money was loaned for as high as 75 per 
cent today the upward movement of stecks 
which began at noon on Thursday gained 
strength and the transactions reported 
reached the highest total recorded since laat 
February. Despite the definite reports of 
treasury relief which were received in Wall 
street on the previous day, no step in that 
direction was taken by Secretary Shaw. 
No final preparations have been made for 
the first of the year payments, but the belief 
was expreseed in Wail street at the close of 


the situation will not call for any extraordi- 
nary measures of relief by the government. 

From a 75 per cent rate call loans declined 
in the afternoon to 25 per cent, but a lower 
rate is applied to only a small number of 
loans. 

The bulk of the day’s borrowing on call 
was done at 50 per cent or higher. Wall 
street seemed to have made up ite mind to- 
day that whatever might be the movement 
of money the return to relatively easy rates 
ip assured for next week. There was, on 
this account more or less general disposition 
to ignore continued stringency of call money 
in the market. 


Resort to Foreign Exchange. 


Because of the great difficulty experienced 
in procuring accommodation during the last 
few days many stock exchange houses have 
resorted to the foreign exchange market 
in order to provide themselves with funds. 
In the last few days a large amount of de- 
mand sterling bills have been sold, provis- 
ion being made to cover these by cable trans- 
fers to be made next week. 

The effect of this operation is to give the 
stock exchange houses use of funds for six 
or seven days. Although it involves a loss so 
far as the exchange operation itself w 
concerned it has paid to obtain money this 
way on account of the high rates demanded 
for call loans. One effect of these transac- 
tions has been to create an abnormal di- 
vergence between the rates for demand ex- 
change and cable transfers. Usually the 
margin between two classes of sterling 
exchange does not amount to morethan fifty 
points. Today, however, there was a differ- 
ence of 180 points or more, and the previous 
day the difference has been even freater. 


Immense Sums Borrowed. 

A well informed banker said yesterday that 
probably not less than 380,000,000, possibly 
as much as $50,000,000, has been borrowed in 
this fashion, and would have to be paid back 
during the coming week. He salud that only 
the continuance of high interest rates in this 
city would prevent gold exports by next 
Thursday's steamers. The general opinion of 
Wall street is that for some time yet the 
money market will show strength, though 
there is no expectation that the abnormal 
stringency of the last few days will last into 
the next year. 

A prominent Pittsburg banker said 
today that the banks in that city have more 
than $6,500,000 in call loans in this city. 


Boston Brokers Fail. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 29.—The recent rise in 
copper stocks on the Boston stock exchange 
was an important contributing cause to the 
suspension today of H. R. Leighton & Co., 
stock brokers, who assigned for the benefit of 
creditors. The firm has forty branch offices, 
all but three of them in New England cities 
and towns. The outside offices are at Mon- 
treal, Halifax, N. S.: and St. Johns, N. F. 
The assignee is Charles E. Allen, a lawyer of 
this city. The suspension was due to the fail- 
ure of a member of the Boston stock ex- 
change to meet his obligations to the com- 
pany and to outstanding investments in cop- 
pers upon which the necessary money could 
not be realized. The liabilities may reach 
$500,000. 

Almost all the larger cities of New England 
are affected by the suspension. There are 
several hundred creditors scattered through- 
out New England and Canada. 


MAY AID THE MONEY MARKET. 


But Secretary Shaw Says He Will Not 
Act Until Other Resources Are 
Exhausted. 


Secretary Shaw yesterday would not say 
in so many words that the government would 
step in and relieve Wall street if the money 
market became much tighter. Heintimated, 
however, that it would, if the business inter- 
est of the country demanded it. 

“It always is a bad policy for the govern- 
ment to extend a helping hand until all other 
resources have been exhau.ed,’” he said, in 
an informal talk at the Auditorium hotel. 
But if it becomes necessary, well, the 
treasury department made clear its position 
on that propositions four weeks ago. The 
government will stand behind the business 
interests of the country.“ 

Mr. Shaw appeared to think that the high 
interest rates on the New York stock ex- 
change were but a temporary and abnormal 
condition that would be relieved. 

“I see the interest rate on the stock ex- 
change was around 60 today,“ said he. To- 
morrow is a holiday there, isn’t it?“ 


Believes Rate Will Fall. 

Mr. Shaw’s interrogation, which he did not 
follow up, was taken as indicating a belief 
‘that financial affairs in New York would be 
restored to a normal basis when the stock 
exchange reopened on Jan, 2. 

“The way to gauge the commercial stabil- 
ity of New York,” said he, “ is not by prices 
on the stock exchange, but by inquiries 
among the business men, whether They are 
able to go into a bank and get a loan at 5 or 
6 per cent.” 

There has been no difficulty among the 
business men in securing money at this rate. 

The only formal interview that Mr. Shaw 
gave out during the day was one, denying 
that he had asked any Chicago bankers to 
“spare Wall street” or intended to counsel 
western bankers to be lenient with the east. 


Denies He Asked Leniency. 

I have not asked a single Chicago banker 
to be lenient with the east,“ he said, emphat- 
ically. I talked informally with one bank- 
er, but did not urge him to take any step 
that his judgment did not dictate. He is the 
only banker I have talked with. I have not 
seen a banker here today. I said, when I 
came to Chicago, that it was on private busi- 
ness, and I have been busy today with per- 
sonal affairs. I expect to remain here until 
tomorrow night. Then I shall go directly to 
Washington.”

POLICY HOLDERS 
URGED'TO FIGHT. 
Senator Brackett Proposes a 


People's Committee as a 
Graft Antidote. 


AGONY IS ALMOST OVER. 


Hughes’ Last Victim Is the Presi- 
dent of Mail Order Insur- 
ance Company. 


New York, Dec. 29.—[Special.]—State Sen- 
ator Brackett is interested in a movement 
to organize a policy holders’ committee of na- 
tional prominence. He was in Washington 
on Thursday and saw Wayne MacVeagh. It 
was learned today that the subject of the 
interview between the two was this proposed 
committee. 

Today Senator Brackett was in this city 
and interviewed several prominent men in 
regard to the matter. It is said that the plan 
ia to have a committee made up chiefly of 
policy holders in the big companies who 
shall be in a position to act as a check on the 
managements and as an authoritative mouth- 
piece for the policy holders. 

Life insurance on a mail order system en- 
gaged the attention of the Armstrong legisla- 
tive investigating committee today. This is 
the latest form of the business. Policies are 
sold without any agency force and at cheaper 
rates than under the ordinary system. 


Sift Mail Order Insurance. 

The company which does the mall order 
business is known as the Life Insurance club 
of New York. Its head and front is Richard 
Wightman, formerly pastor of Christ Pres- 
byterian church, Broadway and Seventy-first 
street. He was in the ministry for twelve 
years and entered the life insurance business 
for personal reasons. 

Mr. Wightman was for a time connected 
with the New York Life. He conceived the 
idea that it was possible to write life insur- 
ance by advertising and without employing 
subagents. He conveyed the idea to officers 
of the New York Life. They doubted the 
practicability of the scheme, but entered into 
a contract with him. 

It was part of Mr: Wightman's plan that 
applicants for insurance through him should 
become members of a club known as the 
Outlook Life Insurance club. 

He had worked for the New York Life only 
a few months when his contract was ter- 
minated. The New York Life officials said 
the terms of the contract had been violated, 
but Mr. Wightman testified that he never 
had been able to find out in what the violation 
consisted. 


Big Companies Froze Him Out. 

At the termination of his contract with the 
New York Life Mr. Wightman worked with 
the Reliance Life Insurance company of 
Pittsburg. In advertising on the “ club idea 
he did not state the name of the company in 
which the policy was to be taken. The 
Equitable, the Mutual, and the Prudential 
objected to this and protested to the mag- 
azines against carrying the advertisements. 
Mr. Wightman offered to make it plain that 
the policies were not to be taken out in any 
of the objecting companies, but this was not 
satisfactory and the three companies notified 
many of the publications that they would 
withdraw their advertisements if Wight- 
man’s were accepted. 

Wightman organized the New York Life 
Insurance club of New York about a year 
It is a stock corporation. Another 
concern, known as the Life Insurance com- 
pany of New York, auxiliary, was organized 
about the same time to facilitate the work. 

This auxiliary organization is made up 
mostly of Wightman and William R. Malone. 
It took a controlling interest in the chub’s 
stock. It aleo pays the running expenses of 
the company and has contracted to distribute 
the stock. It gets the loading on the premi- 
ume, or the estimated amount added to the 
premium on each policy to cover the expense 
of writing the policy. 


Capital $113,000; No Liabilities. 


The capital and surplus of the company 
is about $118,000. Of this $100,000 is deposited 
as a reserve with the state insurance de- 
partment. The company has no liabilities, 
except the policies issued. These are 205 
in number, aggregating $340,000. Wightman 
is president of the company and Malone vice 
president and secretary. Neither of them 
draws any salary. They receive no salaries, 
either, as officers of the auxiliary company. 

Wightman testified that about 6,000 of the 
club’s 10,000 shares have been disposed of at 
an average of about $30 a share. Par is 
$10. He said he and his associates had put 
about $100,000 into the club and that the ex- 
cess had been used to provide the surplus. 
About $175,000 had been taken in on the dis- 
tribution of stock. 

The premiums on some of the company’s 
policies are 10 per cent cheaper than the reg- 
ular rates. Wightman thought that the 
rates would be considerably lower after the 
club was a little older. 

The Armstrong committee was particularly 
interested in Wightman’s testimony because 
officers of the other companies which have 
been paying enormous commissions to agents 
have contended that practically no business 
could be written without an active agency 
force.

‘DR. HART GETS 45 YEARS, 


PHYSICIAN IS SENTENCED TO 
LONG TERM IN PENITENTIARY. 


Must Go to Prison for Death of 10 
Year Old Irene Klowkow — Judge 
Barnes, in Making Decision, De- 
clares Testimony of Doctors That 
Defendant Had the Mind of a Boy 
12 Years Old Prevented an Extreme 
Penalty—Case Is Reviewed. 


Dr. Oliver B. Hart was sentenced to forty- 
five years in the penitentiary by Judge 
Barnes in the Criminal court late yesterday 
afternoon. There was not a movement of the 


defendant's features to betray his feelings | 


when the sentence was pronounced. He said 
later that he was satisfied with the verdict of 
the court. 

When the judge ordered Hart to arise and 
receive sentence he stood calmly before the 
bar and when asked if he had anything to 
say he shook his head in the negative. 

Dr. Hart was convicted of the murder of 
Irene Klowkow, 10 years old, in his residence 
in Rogers Park last October. The girl had 
called at the house to visit her little sister, 
who had been adopted by Dr. and Mrs. Hart. 
The latter went shopping and the doctor was 
left at home with Irene. It was charged that 
he drugged her with morphine and then as- 
saulted her. The drug resulted in the child’s 
death. 

All that saved the doctor from death on the 
gallows or imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for life was the testimony given by a number 
of doctors at his trial. They agreed that he 
was not mentally nor morally responsible and 
that he had the mind of a boy of about 12 
years of age. His father, who isa wealthy 
resident of St. Louis, attended the trial. 


Judge Reads His Decision. 

In giving his decision Judge Barnes said: 

“When the case was submitted to the 
court on the plea of guilty of murder, counsel 
for the defendant suggested that the court 
should consider whether or not the crime was 
one of manslaughter. 

„ While the plea of guilty was accepted the 
court declared at the time he would consider 
it was murder or manslaughter. 
The evidence showed that the little girl was 
given an overdose of poison. If the intent 
was simply to relieve the girl of headache, 
which she is said to have complained of, 
without intending anything else, this de- 
fendant would be guilty of manslaughter. 

“Tf he was prosecuted for a felonious in- 
tent, which I belſeve he was, and resorted 

to the poison for the purpose of enabling him 
to carry out that intent, then the charge 
should unquestionably be murder. There- 
fore, the court belleves the plea of guilty 
should stand. 

, Explains Reason for Sentence. 

“ The question of punishment then arises. 
The evidence of eminent alienists demon- 
strated that the accused was mentally irre- 
sponsible and morally deficient and that his 
mind and brain capacity was that of a child 
of about 12 or 18 years. If the dffense 
charged against this defendant had been 
against a full grown man, possessing all his 
faculties, he could hardly expect any mercy. 

“The testimony of the alienists. however, 
is to the effect that his mental condition is, 
such he will from this time on lapse utti- 
mately into a state of insanity and conse- 
quently will then have to be sent toa peni- 
tentiary for the criminally insane. If this 
detendant was a normal man I should feel 
that life imprisonment would not be too 
hard. Although I have the right. to inflict 
a sentence of death, life, or from fourteen 
véars to life imprisonment, I shall sentence 
the accused to the penitentiary for a term 
of forty-five years.’

POSTAL COMPANY MESSENGERS 
QUIT, BUT NOT “FOR KEEPS.” 


They Walk Out, Asking Increase of 
Compensation and Some Changes 
in Conditions, Then Return to 
Work and Repeat the Operation 


Twiee—In dependent Printing Firms 


Divided on the Eight Hour Propeo- 
sition, Part Granting Demand. 


Messenger boys employed by the Postal 
Telegraph company were busy yesterday 
striking for more pay. Three walkouts of 
thirty messengers occurred in as many hours 
in the afternoon, but at night Supt. Griffith 
had succeeded in pacifying all but four of the 
„Strikers.“ The quartet of leaders who 
remained out threaten to renew agitation 
this morning. 

As nearly as Supt. Griffith could discover 
the boys demanded an increase of half a cent 
for each message delivered. Some other 
reasons for ‘thé strike,“ as listed by the 
messengers themselves, are as follows:

Damp basement at the main office tn the Stock 
Exchange building, where the boys are compelled 
to sit while not on duty.

The Postal messengers planned to hold a 
meeting tomorrow afternoon in a hall to 
discuss their grlevances.“ 


Independent Printers Divided. 


Independent printing firms became di- 
vided into two factions at a meeting in the 
typothetee offices, a part deciding to grant 
the eight hour demands of thestrik!ng prin!- 
ers. while the others agreed to lock out their 
union men next Tuesday. It is believed that 
only about 100 men will be added to the num- 
ber now idle. 

Typographical union No. 16 announced tha: 
six independent firms had signified their 
intention of running their shcps on an eight 
hour basis after the new year. The union 
compositors agreed to accept a proposa] to 
work nine hours in certain shops if allowed 
extra pay for overtime. 

Forty printers employed by the University 
of Chicago Press sent notice to the university 
officials that unless an eight hour day was 
granted they would strike on Tuesday. It is 
believed that no attempt will be made to 
comply with the demands of the printers. 
The University Press is about to publish 
many of its January magezines. It is also 
publishing three important bocks by Uni- 
versity of Chicago professors and it is likely 
these will be delayed.

WANTS ONE MAN IN JAIL, 


Believes Violation of Law Will 
End if Single Criminal Con- 
viction Can Be Secured. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O°LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—[Special.}—In 
ite of the assurances given by the railroads 

that they will not violate the anti-rebate law 
in the future, the department of justice pro- 
poses to continue its search for evidence with 
which te prosecute the offenders. 

Reports have been received by the attorney 
general from district attorneys stating that 
they are collecting evidence which will be 
presented to the grand juries of their re- 
spective jurisdictions for actions. Attorney 
General Moody is anxious to secure a case in 
which a demand may be made uponthe court 
for the infliction of the penalty of imprison- 
ment under the conspiracy statute. Once a 
rebater is sent to jail, the attorney general 
is confident there will beno further violation 
of the law. 

Inside information which has reached the 
department of justice shows that the rail- 
road magnates are greatly frightened over 
the action of the attorney general in direct- 
ing the district attorneys to initiate prosecu- 
tions of all persons found gullty of granting 
or accepting rebates, or of engaging in other 
discriminatory practices. According to what 
was said today by a high official, the assur- 
ances from the railroads that they would 
no longer violate the law were not required 
to confirm the evidence already collected 
proving conclusively that there are two or 
three large corporations which are flourish- 

ing as a result of their acceptance of rebates. 
It is these corporations and the railroads 
which favor them that the attorney general 
proposes to reach. He is proceeding cau- 
tiously, because he does not want to risk a 
failure. 


Wants to Imprison Guilty. 


It nas been mistakenly said that Mr. Moody 
did not regard the Elkins law. under which 
the rebate prosecutions had been begun, as 
@ satisfactory piece of legisiation because 
it permitted only the imposition of a fine. 
As a matter of fact, although Mr. Moody 
would like a penalty feature added to the 
law, he thinks it is far reaching and enables 
action which ultimately, he hopes, will end 
railroad discrimination. He believes he can 
gecure convictions under the conspiracy 
statute which authorizes the court to im- 
pose the punishment of imprisonment. Should 
one great railroad man and one large ship- 
per be placed behind the bare he thinks the 
unlawful practice by the corporations they 
represented would end and that other oor- 
porations would be deterred effectually from 
11 any farther in their illegal pol- 
cies. 


From information obtained today it ie be- 
lieved the attorney general has imminent 
pot of proceedings against a corpora- 
tion which will permit the district attorney 
in whose jurisdiction the cases are to be 
brought to ask the tmposition of the pen- 
alty of imprisonment. Some of the railroads 
whose agents recently have conferred with 
Attorney General Moody have no doubt of 
his intention to proceed against them in 
pte of their representations to the inter- 
@tate commer;rce commission. 


Rivalry Compels Rebates. 


, Mr. Moody does not belleve, any more than 
es the commission, that the great rail- 
roads want to grant rebates. It is against 
their interest to do so, as their profite from 
hauling freight naturally will be larger if 
“they do not have to return to the shippers 
@ part of the price. But the rivalry which 
exists between competing lines compels them 
to pay commissions for freight, to award 
damages where no damages have occurred 
or pay claim for damages far in excess of 
the actual value of the goods injured. In 
pte of the pressure of self-interest to vio- 
late the law, Attorney General Moody in- 
tends to demand honesty, not in any hope 
of repairing the incalculable Gamage, which 

business interests of the country have 
wuffered in the past, but to prevent injury 
to them in the future. 

The attorney general does not propose to 
permit further growth of the great trusts 
now in existence or of the upbuilding of 
others by an illegal combination. 


Moody and the Trusts. 


There has been some comment over the 
failure of the attorney general to authorize 
district attorneys to institute prosecutions 
under the Sherman anti-trust act, as he did 
in the matter of rebates. It was stated to- 
day that Mr. Moody had considered the ad- 
visability of authorizing independent action 
t the trusts by the district attorneys. 
Hie came to the conclusion, however, that 
guch action would be apt to lead to too great 
a@ disturbance of the business interests of the 
country and this he desired especially to 
avoid. In the anti-rebate eases the effect 
of the department's action is limited and 
cannot seriously affect valuable interests of 
the railroad, though to a greater extent it 
Goes those of the guilty shipper. 

But an action against a trust is more wide- 
— It has been the experience of the 

rtment that evidence warranting pro- 
Geedings can only be gotten after earnest and 
arduous search. Numerous alleged viola- 
tions of the Sherman act are reported to the 
department. It is the practice immediately 
to institute an investigation. In some cases 
the department, because of insufficient evi- 
dence, or because the charge is found not to 
* sustained, declines to take action. Many 
ef the combinations have been in existence 
for years. Their business is conducted with 
‘the utmost secrecy, their operations cover 
most of the states, and in some cases all 
of the states. No step which is believed to 
de contrary to law is taken save upon the 
advice of eminent counsel. It ts therefore 
believed that it is the part of wisdom for the 
administration to retain in its own hands 
the prosecution of the trusts, rather than to 
let action be taken by district attorneys, 

Whose resources are limited and whose 

failure would be injurious to the govern- 

ment's campaign.

even to their own satisfaction, to say noth- 
ing of securing satisfactory legal evidence. 


How Competitien Is Throttled. 


In some towns there is an honest independ- 
ent company fighting the Standard Oil ina 
Small way. Then there isan independent 
company also apparently fighting the Stand- 
ard Oil, but owned and operated by the 
system.” These two concerns fight each 
other a good deal more than they fight Stand- 
ard Al, and the big monopoly goes along ap- 
parently indifferent to the failure or success 
of its rivals. In many cases it has been 
found almost impossible to determine which 
concern was independent and which was the 
mere creature of the monopoly. 

Even where it has been shown beyond all 
question that a certain local oil company is 
acting wholly independent of the Standard 
Oll crowd there is discovered a strange dis- 
inclination to give evidence. Many of the 
independent men have been led to believe 
that the Standard Oil magnates are quite 
willing to tolerate insignificant competition 
80 long as it does not become too aggressive. 
Independent operators appealed to by gov- 
ernment agents frequently have refused to 
testify to the alleged iNegal operations of 
Standard Oil. They are afraid of the sys- 
tem” and honestly believe it can do them 
more harm than the government can possibly 
do them good. 

It is strange but true that these inde. 
pendent operators, unquestioned rivals of 
Standard Oil, are extremely pessimistic as 
to the investigation being conducted by the 


government, and they declare without hesi- 


tation that in attempting to throw down the 
majesty of Standard Oil, President Roosevelt 
has “ bitten off more than he can chew.” 


Built Up by Rebates. 


I have shown already in previous dis- 
patches that the Standard Oil monopoly wae 
originated by and bullt up through a syetem 
of secret rebates from the rallroad compa- 
nies. In the other days when oll wae worth 
$20 or more a barrel it was an exceedingly 
profitable commodity for the transportation 
companies to handle. The New York Cen- 
tral and the Pennsylvania almost broke their 
necks in their rivalry to build branch reads 
as near as possible to Ou City. At first the 
teamsters who hauled the oll in barrels from 
the wells to the railroads reaped the largest 
percentage of the profit. Then the rails 
were pushed inte the of] region itself, and 
from that day there was built up the theory 
that ol] could net be handled at all unless 
the owners were given a secret rebate, the 
extent of which depended largely upon the 
anxiety of the railroad ‘manager to secure 
business or the persistency of the shipper. 

Today the Standard Oil company ie be- 
coming more and more independent of the 
railroads. It hae financial interests ae a 
matter of protection in most of the trunk 
lines in the United States. It has accumu- 
lated out of ite profite such an enormous 
capital that it has become the practical dic- 
tator of Wall street. Through their combi- 
nation of banks, trust companies, railroads, 
and other enterprises the master men of 
Standard Oil can dictate freight rates. In 
whole seotione of the country they have 
crushed out competition and there it 10 not 
necessary to have rebates, because the rail- 
road is forced to make open tariffs by which 
oil ie carried at the barest margin of profit. 

But Standard Oil has long been preparing 
to make itself independent of railroad cor- 
porations and state and municipal control. 
It has developed its system of pipe lines 
until today it can pipe oll from Kansas to 
Whiting, Ind., refine it, send the finished 
product to the seaboard in its own pipe 
lines, and ship it to China in ite own tank 
steamera 

There is possibly a fatal defect in all pro- 
posed railroad rate legislation because it 
does not specifically put oil pipe lines under 
the control of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. There is, of course, a question as 
to whether this can be done. The pipes of 
the Standard Oll company are not common 
carriera. They are not above ground in most 
cases but they must cross public highways 
underground and for that reason it is be- 
lieved a state or federal franchise can be 
devised which will render the Standard Oil 
pipe Hines subject to reasonable control. Un- 
lese that is done it is hard to see how the 
“system can be brought under the direc 
oontrol of the federal government. 


OLD CANNON CAUSE TROUBLE.

Moscow, Idaho, Dec. 29.—- Two old cannon, 
standing on the campus at the Univer- 
sity of Idaho, have been the cause of a stream 


of correspondence between Francis Jenkins,

Mr. Jenkins replied that the cannon were 
obsolete, and quoted a military order issued 
some time before to that effect, and said they 
were only good for ornaments. 

In reply to this the department ordered 
the university to ship the, cannon to a gov- 
ernment fort in California, at no expense to 
the government. Thisincreased the perplex- 
ity of the situation. To pay freight on two 
such cannon to a California fort, where they 
would probably. ba allowe@ to, go on the scrap 
pile was too much, and the matter was re- 
ferred to Senator Heyburn. 

At the forts I have visited,” said Mr. Jen- 
kins, they use the barrels of these cannon 
to stand on end for posts, while the cannon 
balls are painted white and laid along the 
walks. That is all they are good for.“ 

The last time either of the cannon were 
fired was a year ago, at which time John 
Simpson of this city lost two fingers.

Fugitive President Holds the One 
Warship Owned by the 
Republic.

Washington, D. G., Dec. 20.—[8pecial. )— 
As soon as official notification is received 
from Minister Dawson that, Vice President 
Caceres has assumed the presidency of Santo 
Domingo and is able ta maintain himself in 
power, the president, through Secretary 
Root, will send him a cablegram offering him 
his official congratulations, 

This message will be a recognition of the 
new president, and will come with especial 
grace now that the Dominican minister for 
foreign affaire has officially informed Min- 
ister Dawson that the new government pro- 
poses to stand by the treaty made under the 
direction of Morales, the fleeing president, 
and to the modus vivendi, which is the new 
title given by the state department to the 
system of American collectiom of customs 

This declaration is in accordance with 
pledges obtained in writing from members of 
the dominant party before Morales was oust- 
ed from the presidential chair. 


Morales Holds the “Navy.” 


Advices received by the state department 
indicate that Morales is not done by any 
means. Although he has little support in 
the country, he has the navy of the re- 
publio under bis control This consiste of 
one ship, the Independencia, which recently 
was put into shape for service. Its arme- 
ment comprises seven Lpounder Hotchkiss 
gune. 

The Mttle vessel was of great eervice to 
Morales when he was fighting to hold the 
presidency, as it prevented his opponents 
from transporting troops by sea and assisted 
him in ghelling the coast towns occupied b 
the insurgents, and the custom houses, whi 
furnished them with the sinews of war. 

It is not believed that the Insurgents can 
keep fighting long unless they get outside 
assistance, and rumors are current that some 
of them are being financed from New York 
by the interests which hope the dieturbed 
conditions in the island will strengthen the 
opposition in the senate to the treaty. 


American Warship Arrives. 


San Domingo, Republic of Santo Domingo, 
Dec. 29.—The United States gunboat Dubuque 
arrived here this afternoon. The converted 
yacht Scorpion will leave tomorrow for Monte 
Cristi. The whereabouts of President Mo- 
rales is as yet unknown. 


PEORIA POSTOFFICE CHARGES 
DECLARED DUE TO POLITICS. 


Department at Washington Has Not Re- 
ceived Report of Inspector Sent to 
Make an Investigation. 


Washingtom D. C., Dec. 29.—[Special.J— 
Information has reached the postoffice de- 
partment indicating that politics is playing 
a ‘considerable part in the charges filed 
against Postmaster Hull of Peoria by Lucas 
Butts. The charges mainly center around 
Hull's alleged connection with a company 
which owns the stables in which are quar- 
tered the horses that carry the contract 
mails. 

It was sald at the postoffice department 
today that the charges have a house that 
Jack built character, and apparently it does 
not regard them as serious. So far as the 
department knows, there has been no crook- 
edness on the part of Mr. Hull in awarding 
the contracts for carrying the maila And 
this was not included in the charges hieu with 
the department. 

A postoffice inepector was sent to Peoria 
ten days ago, and has not yet transmitted 
hip report to the postmaster general. 


Will Present Case to President. 


Peoria, III, Dec. 20.—[{Special.)—The 
charges against Postmaster W. E. Hull. 
which were brought some time ago, promise 
to go before President Roosevelt for investi- 
gation. County Clerk Lucas Butts, a leader 
of the Yates faction, who first filed the 
charges, says that he personally will present 
the matter to the president unless the inves- 
tigation is continued. Hull isa strong Cul- 
bont man and an enemy of Butts, and itis said 
the charges against the postmaster were 
stopped through influence brought by Sen- 
ator Cullom. 

The charges against Postmaster Hull in- 
clude the unfair letting of mail contracts, 
padding of pay rolls, neglect of duty, and 
unfair disposal of government property. The 
investigation was begun some time ago by 
Postoffice Inspector W. H. Gilbert of Gales- 
burg, but the latter left some time ago and 
no action since has been taken. 

Hull says the charges are trumped up for 
political purposes and that the investigation 
will prove nothing against him.

ymouth court, were urged strongly. Trus-

ERIE LOCOMOTIVE BLOWS UP: 


Explosion of Boiler of Engine Causes 
Destruction of Fast Freight Carry- 
ing $100,000 Worth of Meats. 


North Judson, Ind, Dec. 29.—[{Special.]— 
Following the explosion of the locomotive 
boiler which killed four men outright, a fast 
freight train on the Erie railroad carrying 
$100,000 worth of fancy meats and 100 live 
cattle from Chicago to the east, was wrecked 
and destroyed by fire near North Judgon to- 
day. The cattle were cremated. 

The explosion blew several of the thirty- 
five cars in the train into bite and caused 
others to leave the track. When the wreck- 
age and contents of the car were strewn 
about, the fire from the exploded engine 
spread. Fed by the fats on the meats the 
flames soon enveloped the entire mass. The 
deaa: ;

A rescue party of citizens from North Jud- 
son and surrounding districts searched the 
wreckage for bodies of other possible dead. 

The train was known as the second section 
of No. 80, and was one of the fastest freight 
trains on the Erie. 

O’Brien, Oliver, and Fisher weré in the 
engine cab and Blackmun was on the first 
car. All were blown to pieces. The first 
three cars were destroyed by the explosion. 
The seven cars behind them were piled up 
on top of eachother. The train was running 
forty-five miles an hour when the explosion 
occurred. How it happened is not known, 
and possibly never will be, as the boiler and 
engine were blown to atoms and all in it 
killed.

TALKS IN MOODY CHURCH.

LETTERS FROM LUCILE M’LEOD m. 
‘TRODUCED AS EVIDENCE. 


Coroner’s Jury Begins Investigation 
Inte His Death Following Deuble 
Shooting in the Empire Hotel— 
Missives to Dead Victim Written 
by the Girl Are Veiled in Language 
and Man’s Family Declare That 
They Contained Threats. \ 


Letters received by William Niemann from 
Lucile McLeod and the knife found in her 
muff were introduced yesterday before the 
coroner’s jury, which began its investigation 
into the double shooting at the Empire hotel 
Dec. 16, when Niemann was killed and Miss 
McLeod was seriously wounded. The jury 
convened in McNally & Duffy's undertaking 
rooms, 504 Wabash avenue. 

The letters were introduced by Walter Nie- 
mann, brother of the dead man, and were 
written by Miss McLeod several months ago. 
The first letter reads: 

Dear Will: Be at Sixty-third street and Kim- 
bark avenue at 7:30 tomorrow night, Tuesday, 
Sept. 18, without fall, and telephone me tomorrow 
before 10 o’clock. Remember just what I mean, be 
there to avoid trouble, if you only stay ten minutes. 
I want to talk with you before I go away. ours 
truly, LUCILE M’LEOD. 


Letter Written in Veiled Tone. 
The next letter was as follows: 


Will Niemann: I saw Walter and Selma in your 
parior last night, and you sat in your shirt sleeves. 
Freddie also sat in the parlor, and the light went 
out. I will see you Thursday night at Sixty-thir4 
street and Kimbark avenue at 8 o’elock, I know 
you could not see me when Walter was there: Re- 
member what I state; if you are not there on Thurs- 
day, I will be at the office Friday afternoon. 
Walter saved you last Tuesday. LUCILE. 

Walter Niemann said the opinion of the 
Neimann family that the veiled language of 
these letters had a sinister meaning, was 
based upon a letter written by Miss McLeod

Niemann was 
asked to lie upon the figor, and was lifted 
by Policeman Ryan, Detective McCarthy, 
and Sergeant Sheehy in the manner in which 
Niemann's body was lifted from the bed in 
the Empire hotel. Detedtive McCarthy then 
showed the jury how he found Niemann’s 
revolver lying under the left side of the 
wounded man, near the foot of the bed. 

Ambulance Sergeant T. F. Ryan of the 
Harrison street police station testified that 
he found the knife when he examined Miss 
McLeod's muff at the Chicago Emergency 
hospital. The inquest will be continued 
today.

WORKING HO ON THE CANAL. 

If the eight hour law is enforced in the 
canal zone 25 per cent—$50,000,000 or more 
will be gdded to the cost of the canal work. 
That sum will be paid by American working- 
men, together with other Americans, in or- 
der that Jamaica negroes, Chinese, and 
other black and yellow people hired to dig 
the canal may work only eight hours a day. 
They are accustomed to labor for ten or 
eleven hours, and do not think they are Ill 
used. They never petition their employers 
for a shorter work day. 

The eight hour day may be expedient in | 
one country and notin another. It may be 
proper in the United States and impossible 
in other countries. It is out of the question 
in Russian factories, and does not deserve 
a moment’s consideration where tropical 
races are concerned. If the eight hour day 
were introduced on the isthmus the laborers 
would insist on the customary wages, but 
they would not work more rapidly. They 
would simply be paid for being idle two or 
three hours a day. It would be poor econo- 
my on the part of the United States to do 
that. It would be taxing its citizens forthe 
benefit of some aliens ‘who would feel no 
sense of gratitude. 

Some of the labor leaders are vociferous 
in their demands that the eight hour law 
be enforced on the isthmus. They talk as If 
they believe the Jamaica negro is the peer 
of the American workingman, or as if they 
are afraid the eight hour movement in this 
country might be retarded if the govern-

Far from indicat- 
ing a lack of civic spirit on the part of promi- 
‘nent citizens, this hesitancy to accept such 
appointments is a good sign. Time was 
when any man would have been glad of the 
distinction of nomination to a responsible 
public office without once considering 
whether is would be possible for him to per- 
form its duties. An official visit once or 
twice a year after due warning, occasional 
attendance at board meetings to listen to 
reports and formally approve what had been 
| already done summed up,hig, labors, and 
nothing more was expected ef the trustee or 
suggested by his own conscience. But now 
the case is different. Every man of a fit 
character to be considered in this connection 
realizes the full responsibility that attaches 
to a position of trust relative to the wards of 
the state. He knows that instead of an 
honorary office he will assume a task which 
calls for constant devotion, shrewdness, 
sympathy, and an amount of self-sacrifice 
limited only by his powers of endurance. If 
he feels that he cannot put all this at the 
service of the state he declines the appoint- 
ment. And in so doing he is right. 

If the governor persists he will find men 
more fortunately situated than those whom 
he has sounded thus far. Examples are 
more and more frequent every day of busy 
men who do find time for what they believe 
to be their duty to thestate. One whom pri- 
vate cares preoccupy, and who would gladly 
be left free from public service so long as 
there are others equally capable and less in- 
cumbered, will take up the additional bur- 
den if he is convinced that there is no one 
else who can bear the responsibility as well 
ashe. Such a man comes prepared to make 
his work count. But it is rare, indeed, that 
all indications point to one man only. In 
most cases a patient search will be rewarded 
by the discovery of many competent men 
among whom a choice may be made accord- 
ing to their respective convenience er desire, 
and with due consideration of such other 
questions as are involved in the appoint- 
ment. Itis a fortunate thing that the office 
is seeking the man. The names mentioned 
indicate the sincerity of the endeavor to 
get the best, and if the quest is continued in 
that spirit the people of the state will have 
reason to be congratulated on the result. 


THE REPENTANT RAILROADS. 

The change which apparently has taken 
place in the railroads’ attitude toward the 
interstate commerce commission and the 
laws which the commission is especially 
charged with enforcing is gratifying te the 
government and to the public. From an at- 
titude of hostility and stubborn disobedience 
the roads seem suddenly to have changed 
to one of amity and compliance. Repre- 
sentatives of the big lines went to Washing- 
ton on Thursday and on their own motion 
faithfully promised the commission that 
their companies will not break the rebate 
laws any more and that they will help to 
eatch those who do. It will be money in the 
stockholders’ pockets to keep that promise. 
The big shippers, not the roads, have been 
enriched by lawless discriminations. About 
all the rebate system has in the long run got 
or ever will get for the railways are hostile 
public sg restrictive legislation, and 
lawsuits. 

It would be a 4 however, to as- 
sume, because of the assurances the rail- 
ways have given, that rebating is dead or 
even hard hit. The railways have given 
similar assurances before. Not once have

done this week. They told the commission 
they were truly sorry for their past sins and 
were resolved to depart from the path of law 
and rectitude no more.

Another was 
Queen Elizabeth's viceroy of Ireland, put 
an end to the wars of Desmond, and sent 
over the head of that Hibernian noble to 
Queen Elizabeth ae a tribute of his respect 
for the virgin queen. Yet another Wallop 
was one of the judges of King Charles L, 
for which offense, on the restoration, he was 
drawn om a hurdle to the gallows at Tyburn, 
flogged, branded, and imprisoned for life in 
the tower of London, where he died. It was 
his nephew, John Wallop, who wae created 
earl of Portsmouth, and his som married the 
niece and helress of Sir Isaac Newton. In- 
deed, it is through her that Lord Portsmouth 
and his brothers are today the only living 
descendants of Sir Isaac Newton. 

One of Lord Portsmouth’s younger broth- 
ers is secretary and manager of the Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Children in 
England, much fun being made of the fact 
that a man so inappropriate a 
patronymic should be selected for such a 
post. ;

Lord Portsmouth ie an exceedingly able 
business man. His own income amounts to 
about half à million dollars, in addition to 
which his wife, a daughter of the late Sir 
Edward Pease, and a niece and heirese of 
Sir Joseph Pease, so well known as north 
country trading magnates and etanch Qua- 
kers, has fortune of her own estimated 
at some $15,000,000. The late earl was a 
typical sportsman, maintained one of the 
finest and most celebrated racing stables in 
Europe, made it a practice never to bet, de- 
claring that the system of plunging con- 
tributed more than anything else to debase 
the character of horseracing, and declined 
to accept the order of the Garter when it 
wae offered to him om the ground that he 
had never rendered any service to the crown 


or to the e.

His son, the present earl, is more of 
student than a eportsman, is — 
evangelical, and presents not only in his 
indifference to sport but also in his appear- 
ance a striking contrast to his father. He 
is tall and thin, and is compelled by the 
weakness of his eyes to use colored glasses. 
Moreover, he enjoys the distinction of wear- 
ing the shortest trousers im the Britieh par- 
lla ment. His-coate are always of the latest 
cut, and his hats of the most perfect shape. 
But his trousers are deplorable. They do 
not even reagh to his ankles, and were he 
to turn them up in the slightest degree they 
would assuredly leave the greater portions 
of his calves exposed. 

Then, too, whereas his father had a voice 
in keeping with hie big, burly frame, its 
tones being of the stentorian order, the pres- 
ent earl invariably pitches his voice too 
high, alike in conversation ahd when ad- 
dressing the house of lords. He was one 
of the most enthusiastic admirers of Mr. 


Gladstone; separated from the latter, how- 


ever, on the subject of home rule, of which 
he disapproved, but subsequently returned 
to the liberal fold. He is thrifty, and the 
vegetables and flowers grown on his exten- 
sive estates in Hampshire are peddled from 
house to house throughout the county in 
carts adorned with his name and titles. 
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King Edward's grant of the Windsor un- 
form to the outgoing premier, Arthur Bal- 
four, is an unusual distinction, though not 
quite so unique as some people seem to be- 
lieve. For while it is the first time that it 
has been conferred upon a statesman, it has 
occasionally been granted to personal friends 
and favorites of the monarch, It was in- 
vented by the late prince consort tn the early 
years of his marriage, and is not, strictly 
speaking, a uniform, but consists of an even- 
ing dress coat of dark blue with scarlet col- 
lar and cuffs and gold buttons, bearing the 
royal cipher. In the day time it is worn with 
gray trousers and buff waistcoat; in the 
evening with white waistcoat, black knee 
breeches, black silk stockings, and pumps. 
It is worn by the princes of the reigning fam- 
ily and also by the gentlemen of the royal 
household when in office and on duty in at- 
tendance on royalty at Windsor. 

Its gramt to Arthur Balfour indicates that 
the king wishes him to feel that he regards 
him in the light of a personal friend and as 
a member of the immediate intimate circle 
of their majesties. Emperor William in the 
same way whenever he wishes to give a 
special token of regard to a friend confers 
upon him the right to wear the imperial 
shooting costume, which is quite as unat- 
tractive In its way as the Windsor uniform. 
These distinctions savor of the yellow jacket, 
which is the highest distinction in the gift 
of the Chinese emperor, and are, so far as I 
am aware, the only sumptuary honors that 
are ever granted by European sovereigns. 
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At the moment when the Jews in America 
are celebrating the two hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of their coming to this country 
it may be timely to call attention to a fact 
which illustrates the entire absence of raco 
prejudice in England. It is that young An- 
thony de Rothschild, son of Leopold de 
Rothschild (Leopold is the racing member 
of the famous firm, a member of the Jockey 
club,- and brother of Lord Rothschild), has 
been elected captain of the school at Harrow, 
this being the first occasion on which a boy 
of the Jewish race and creed, and who has 
not conformed to the ordinary religious ex- 
ercises of the great school, has been chosen 
for the post. Harrow shares with Eton the 
distinction of imparting education to the sons 
of the titled and untitled aristocracy of Great 
Britain, and, founded by Queen BEiizabeth, 
has included among its graduates the poet 
Byron, Sir Robert Peel, Lord Palmerston, 
and the famous Admiral Rodney. 

Schools like Eton and Harrow are minia- 
ture republics, ‘where titular distinctions go 
for nothing and wealth for still less. Personal 
merit and success in oollege sports are the 
principal grounds for eminence. That young 
Anthony Rothschild should have been elected 
captain of the school speaks volumes for 
hig own worth and for the fréedom from 
prejudice of his schoolmates. 

Curlously enough, a Jewish boy ts just at 
present captain of the school at Rugby, so 
well known in this country through that 
standard work Tom Brown's Schoal Days 
and through its famous headmasterg, Dr. 
Arnold and Dr. Tait and Dr. Temple, both 
of the latter dying as archbishops of Can- 
terbury. Like Harrow, it dates from the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth.

In this connection {t may be pointed out 
that the latest list of honors conferred with- 
in the last few weeks by King Edward in- 
cludes a peerage for Sir Herbert Stern, who 
thus becomes the third Jewish member of the 
house of lords, the other two being Lord

baronetcy for Benjamin Cohen, M. P., whois 
allied by marriage to the Rothschilds and to 
the Montefiores.

THE PAROLE SYSTEM. 

Pontiac, III., Dec. 27.—- [Editor of The Trib- 
une. —I have read with considerable interest 
your editorial in reference to paroled inmates 
from the penitentiaries and the Illinois State 
reformatory. I believe that Chief of Police 
Collins’ statement should not pass without 
setting forth the real facts before the people, 
at least so far as this institution is concerned. 
I trust that you will take some notice of the 
following figures, which are not based upon 
guesswork, but from actual knowledge of 
conditions of paroles which can be verified 
by the records of this institution. During the 
year 1003 there were paroled from this insti- 
tution 364; the number who violated parole 
was sixty-three, number committed to other 
institutions 17, or 22 per cent of the number 
paroled. In other words, the number of boys 
who actually became good citizens was 78 
per cent of the number paroled. During the 
year 1904 the number paroled was 256; num- 
ber who violated parole, 85; committed to 
other institutions, 11, or 18 per cent of the en- 
tire number who violated their parole, and 82 
per cent of the entire number paroled became 
good citizens,

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CRAWFORD'S ‘SALVE VENETIA’ 
THE BOOK OF THE YEAR. 


Jeannette L. Gilder Discusses Hol- 
iday Volumes and Reviews Hunt’s 


‘ Pre-Raphaelitism and the Pre- 
Raphaelite Brotherhood. 


[By Jeannette L. Gilder, Editor of the Critic.) 
HE bookshops, that were crowded to 
their doors up to Christmas eve, now 

look lonesome and deserted. The few 

customers rummaging shelves and 

counters are apparently those who have 
come to change books that were given them 
and that they do not want for books that 
they do want. It is a great mistake to write 
an inscription in a Christmas book, for if it 
is the book of the day two or three people 
may give it to the same person, and:then it 
is the embarrassing predicament of that 
person to say which friend's gift he will 
keep. 

The book of this year was Mr. Crawford's 
“Salve Venetia,” with its upwards of 200 l- 
lustrations by Joseph Pennell. Every Christ- 
mas seems to have its special favorite among 
the new books, and it is seldom a book par- 
ticularly designed for the holidays, Some 
time ago it was Lord, Rosebery's Napo- 
leon’; then it was the Stevenson Letters; 
at another time the Browning Love Letters; 
and again the Life of Alfred Tennyson,” 
by his son. The old fashioned gift book no 
longer exists, for which we cannot he too 
thankful. Lucky the publisher of the book 
that strikes the popular taste at Christmas 
time. It has fallen to the Macmillans’ lot 
more than once, and more than once with 
Mr. Crawford's books. The Salve Venetia * 
was at a premium the week before Chriat- 
mas, as the publishers had sold out ang 
so had most of the booksellers.

It is a pity that the Macmillans could not 
get Mr. Holman Hunt’s “ Pre-Raphaelitism 
and the Pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood out in 
time for the holidays. This interesting publi- 
cation, in two handsome volumes, would have 
been attractive to the Christmas book buyer. 
As it is, it is not published yet, but probably 
will be soon. 

One would think that all that could be 
written had been written about the Pre- 
Raphaelite brotherhood, for not only have 
outsiders, written about it but insiders as 
well. — Hunt was, I believe, the 
bs of the movement, and is the sole 
survivor of the original brotherhoed. Mr. 
Hunt is 78 years of age, but he has all the 
vivatity of a man of half his years. He feels 
that it is incumbent upon him to- speak his 
piece before he dies, and he has spoken it well. 
As far as you and I are concerned, we care 
little for the parts played by the different 
members of the brotherhood in its affairs, 
but the friends of the original members and 
the members themselves have always had 
great arguments and discussions on the sub- 
ject. Mr. Hunt’s book will, among certain 
people in England, create no end of discus- 
sion, but over here we will simply read it for 
its interest and authority without having 
any part in the old fights or caring much 
about them. As for who were important 
members of the brotherhood, Mr. Hunt gives 
his opinion in one line: 

„Beyond Millais, Rossetti, Woolner, and 
myself, the others did not demand atten- 
tlon.“ 

« Millais and Rossetti first of all, and himself 
an important third. Mr. Hunt evidently 
feels that his story is the final word: 

“ Ags this is a history of the brotherhood, I 
feel it my duty to tell the truth, and to de- 
clare that I led him through the portals of 
original picture painting in oll.“

But, aside from the brotherhood and its 
quarrels, the Book ts most interesting as a 
history of English art of the last fifty years, 
and as an autobiography it has interesting 
qualities, modesty not being the strongest 
one of these. The book is full of anecdote 
and gossip, and the author’s opinion of men 
and things, expressed in a forcible manner. 
As far back as 1843, Mr. Holman Hunt sub- 
mitted drawings for his probationership at 
the academy schools. The president was ab- 
sent when the young academicians entered 
the lecture room, but another member was 
asked to take his place. 

He, however, merely shook himself like 
an unwilling child; belng pressed further in 
the most courteous manner by the deputy 
president, he betrayed some irritation in 
his further gesticulation, his coat tails swept 
from side to side, and he brought the mat- 
ter to a close by hurrying to a seat placed 
with its back to the audience. This was 
J. M. W. Turner.” 

Among the reported conversations is one 
with Ruskin. Mr. Hunt sald to him: 

Tou must remember that when last we 
met you had given up all belief in immortal- 
ity.” 

Ruskin replied: „ 

J remember well. What has mainly 
caused the change in my views is the un- 
answerable evidence of spiritualism. I know 
there is much vulgar fraud and stupidity 
connected with it, but underneath there is, I 
am sure, enough to convince us there is per- 
sonal life independent of the body; but with 
this once proved I have no further interest 
in the pursuit of spiritualism.”

It is hard for us to understand the fury 
with which the Pre-Raphaelite brotherhood 
was attacked when it made its first exhibition 
at the Royal academy in 1849. Three pioc- 
tures were hung on the walls signed with the 
initials P. R. B. What these initials stood 
for was kept dark for a year. Those pic- 
tures were “ Lorenzo and Isabella,” by 
Millais; ‘‘ Rienzi,“ by Holman Hunt; and 
“The Girlhood of the Virgin,” by Rossetti 
The next year three more pictures by the 
same artists were exhibited.

Not long ago—last winter or the winter 
before—I met in this city a lady, the wife of 
a famous art criticawho was a favorite sub- 
ject fer Rossetti, Burne-Jones, and others of 
that interesting group. It gave mea queer 
‘sensation to see a woman walking about 
who looked as though she might have stepped 
from a Rossetti or a Burne-Jones canvas.

Only One Dissenting Vote. 

On the joint ballot on the question of the 
proposed union there was but one dissenting 
vote, that being cast by Elder T. W. Keller 
of Knoxville, Tenn., a member of the Cum- 
berland committee. He was the only one ot 
seven who originally were opposed to the 
proposition who held out. 

The committee's report, after carefully ro- 
viewing several similar efforts for a union 
of the two churches, recites the legal steps 
taken, beginning with the appointment of 
committees in 1903, and declares that the 
effect of all these steps is primarily that the 
confession of faith of the Presbyterian 
church, U. S. A., as revised in 1908, and the 
other doctrinal and ecclesiastical standards 
of that church have been adopted by the 
Cumberland Presbyterian church, as has 
also the joint report prepared by these two 
general committees two years ago. 


To Become Effective at Once. 

It is recommended that immediately after 
the steps thus far taken have been an- 
nounced the confession of faith and the 
other doctrinal] and ecclesiastical standards 
of the Presbyterian church, U. S. A., shall 
be binding upon the ministers, ruling elders, 
Geacons, officers, churches, adjudicators, 
boards, committees, and all other agencies 
of the Cumberland Presbyteriam church. 

All of the Presbyterians of the two 
churches will elect commissioners to the 
united genera] assembly of 1907 on a basis 
of one minister and one ruling .elder for 
every twenty-four ministers or molety the 
of.

Laws Against Giving Passes. 


Wisconsin and Indiana have initiated re- 
form legislation in the matter of the relatlon- 
ship between the railroads and the poli- 
ticilans. Both states have passed laws pro- 
hibiting the railroads from giving passes to 
any person holding a public office, and mak- 
ing it a misdemeaner fer a public official to 
accept a railroad pass. The governers of 
both these states, having been the sponsors 
for this legislation, are seeing to it that the 
laws are enforced, and in this the railroads 
are lending a helping hand. The eastern 
trunk Hnes, while not compelled by any leg- 
islation, decided to cease issuing passes to 
politicians after Jan.1. Similar efforts have 
been made in previous years, but it is said 
thet the weaker lines almost always violate 
the agreement before long. 

Railways Share Prosperity. 

General prosperity and the large crops pro- 
vided the railroads with a tonnage which hes 
taxed their capacity to the extreme, and 
during the last few months all records of 
freight tonnage hauled have been broken. 
This extremely large business found therail- 
reade unprepared to a certain extent, and 
etinmrulated the demand for car and power 
equipment. F 

The cost of the equipment ordered during 
the year amounts to 5260, 186,000, which is 
more than the railroads have spent in any 
year during the last decade. The number 
of cars, passenger and freight, which the 
car builders of the United Statesand Canada 
built during the year is 168,006, or more than 
twice the number built in 1904. The following 
table will give the car output of America dur- 


lers say such a change would be a great 
hardship, as a large pertion of the package 
trade is shipped in that way. 

The western classification committee also 
proposes to make uniform weights applica- 
ble to cotton and paper sacks.

Rock Island Planning Betterments. 

The Rock Island, which, during the last few 
years, has not kept pace with the other large 
railroad systems in the improvement of its 
tracks, means to make up for lost time dur- 
ing the coming year. Arrangements have 
been completed for reballasting with rock 600 
miles of track and relaying 300 miles 
with eighty-five pound steel rails, com- 
pleting the relaying with heavy ralls between 
Chicago and Kansas City and Colorado. Dur- 
ing the year 1906 the company means to ex- 
pend $6,800,000 on physical improvements 
aside from new equipment. 


New Locomotive Shops. 

Plans are being made by the Pennsylvania 
management for the establishment of loco- 
motive works on the Fort Wayne and Pan- 
handle divisions. Encouraged by ite suc- 
cess in building locomotives for its eastern 
lines it has been determined to extend the 
work to the entire system. An appropriation 
of several million dollars will be asked to 
build new shops and to enlarge thobe now

Effort to Reduce Associate Ciubs’ Dues 


to Be Renewed at Next Meet- 
ing of U. 8. G. A. 


New York, Dec. 29.—[Special.]—The proposal to 
lower the annual dues of the associate clubs of the 
United States Golf association from $100 to $50 
is to be acted on again at the annual meeting on 
Jan. 19. It takes the form of an amendment to 
article 8, section 1 of the constitution. Notices 
havé been sent to the clubs which are entitled to 
thirty days’ announcement of such proceedings. 

The summons comes as news to the general body 
of golfers. and the amenément. it ie „nde stood. 
emanates from the western clubs, which were ac- 
tive in reform suggestions at the last annual meet- 
ing. but lost their fight through a failure to get a 
two-thirds vote of the delegates. 

There is a cash surplus of $10.000 on hand. and as 
the three championship tournaments are helped 
out by entrance fees. the U. 8. G. A. has hata 
profit over all expenses of from $1,000 to §2. 500 
each year. A cut in the annual dues would equalize 
the disbursements and receipts, it is said, by those 
who favor the amendment, and prevent piling upa 
useless surplus. The westerners always have con- 
tended, too, that the number of new associate mem- 
bers which will come lin at $50 per year will prevent 

eficit resulting. 
“The. amendment to reduce the dues of associated 
clubs ‘may not be carried except by a two-thirds 
vote of the associate delegates, but. judging by the 
vote on more radical amendments submitted last 
year. the reduction will heeome a law. 

Minor amendments are to give the naming of the 
nominating committee to the executive committee 
instead of the president. and to close the fiscal year 
on Nov. $0 instead of Dec. 81.

The local cash wheat market was firmer 
yesterday. prices up e to ic, but demand, 
both milling and shipping, was extremely 
light. There was little wheat offered. Sales, 
20,000 bu. St. Louis cash wheat was steady 
and unchanged. Scft wheat there was 
scarce, only ten cars out of fifty-four cars 
received.

Exports of wheat and flour from the 
United States and Canada for the last week 
were 3.448. 000 bu, compared with 4,046,000 bu 
last week and 981.000 bu last year. Exports 
since July 1 were 64,751,000 bu, as compared 
with 35.064.000 bu for the same period last 
year. Exports of corn for the week were 
4.607.000 bu, against 3.089.000 bu the week 
previous, and 1,582,000 bu a year ago. Corn 
exports since July 1 were 36.592. 000 bu, as 
compared with 15,823,000 bu during the same 
time last year. 

On the.December corn operations Robert 
Pringle says: It is true I bought a small 
lot of corn at the top at 54c, but it had no 
significance. Most of the trading in old De- 
cember was done from 50c down to 48c on the 
reaction. Trading in the old style contracts 
did not exceed 250,000 bu altogether. There 
was trading in perhaps 1,000,000 new style 
December at 45c and under on the reaction 
from the early advance to 47c. I do not be- 
lieve any important short interest remains 
that will not be met by the deliveries of near- 
ly 3,000,000 contract corn.“ 


“We are of the opinion speculation will 
make its appearance in grains shortly after 
Jan. 1.“ say Logan- Bryan. Stocks in New 
York, as well as Boston, have held the stage, 
so to speak, for a good many months. The 
money situation, as we see it, will tend to 
restrict operations ‘in this district, as it 
seems unlikely rates will reach a normal 
basis within sixty days. Wheat, corn, and 
oats have been neglected. and, to our mind, 
should be watched closely, as cenditions 
the world over are such as to warrant a ma- 
terial advance all along the line.”’ 

A letter just received from Russia by Prin- 
gie-iFtch-Rankin from a man whom they 
consider reliable, says: There is excessive 
pressure being brought to bear on the execu- 
tive to issue at once a ukase prohibiting grain 
exports. Famine cannot be avoided. Little 
winter wheat was sown. The revolutionary 


party is almost entirely from the rural grain 
provinces. There can be nothing expected 
in the way of exports from Russia in the next 
two years.. The conditions are awful.” 


Messages from Topeka claiming that the 
condition of wheat In sections of Kansas will 
not show better than 60 on Jan. 1, brought 
this from a Kansas City house: We have 
talked with the owner of thé line houses 
through Kansas, Oklahoma, and every one 
reports excellent condition throughout Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma, except a few counties in 
the north, where they had an exceptional 
crop last year and are in need of snow for the 
late sown wheat.“ 


The Modern Miller says: Excepting scat- 
tered reports of freezing and thawing weath- 
er in the northern section of the winter wheat 
belt and«of rank growth in the southern 
territory and fears of unfavorable conse- 
quences, the reports in general on the crop 
indicate that the condition is good for the 
season of the year.” 


Of 30.358.000 du Manitoba wheat shipped 
east by lake from Fort William and Port 
Arthur from Sept. 1 to Dee. 12, 10,614,000 bu 
were shipped to Buffalo and 655.000 bu to 
Erie. All this wheat has been cleared, or 
will clear, from United States ports for ex- 
port.

LIMIT ON NEW YEAR’S EVE DIN. 


Chief Collins Declares Noisy Welcome | 
for Incoming of 1906 Must Sub- 
side in Five Minutes. 


In the interest of sick persons and others 
who are annoyed by steam whistles, horns, 
revolver firing, and other noisy demonstra- 
tions in welcoming the new year, Chief of 
Police Collins yesterday issued the following 
order to inspectors and to Capt. Gibbons of 
the Central detail, supplemental! to the order 
printed in Taz Trisuns Thureday morning: 

The time honored custom of playing out the old 
and ushering in the new year has about run its 
race. The public is tired of the disturbing and 
unearthly noises by which the people are awakened 
from their slumbers; the hospital authorities 
clamor for peace, and, with no support whatever, 
the New Year’s nuisance must cease. The police 
must act their part by suppressing the disorder 
created by the use of revolvers, tin horns, etc. 

This is a small factor compared with what the 
railroad men, factory men, and boatmen may 
accomplish towards quelling the noise, by prohib- 
iting the blowing of whistles. You will detall a 
sufficient number of officers in the vicinity of the 
hospitals to prevent annoyance to the sick, and 
enforce all the provisions of the municipal code. 

“We are going to restrict the noise as 
much as possible,’’ Chief Collins declared in 
speaking of the order. It annoys the sick, 
and keeps nervous people from sleeping. 
Five minutes is enough for any noise.“ 

The sale of liquor through the night on 
New Year’s eve will be prohibited also, and 
the 1 o'clock closing law will be enforced in 
the usual way.
